HE General Aſſembly 1766, having preſcribed certain 
1 Forms of Commiſſions to Members of Aſſembly and 
Atteſtations thereof, and the Aſſembly 1766 having in re- 
ſpect of ſome Lefects obferved in theſe Forms, made a Sup- 

ement thereto; the General Aſſembly, now conſidering the 
Diſadvantage of having what belongs to the neceſſary Forms 
of Commiſſions and Atteſtations lying in ſeparate Acts, by 
which the Electors or their Clerks may be more liable to miſ- 
takes or Omiſſions, than if the whole was laid before them 
in one View, did appoint both to be brought together into 
one Act as follows; and the Agent for the Church to cauſe 
print the ſame, and tranſmit Copies thereof to the ſeveral 
Preſpyteries, Univerſities, and Burghhs. 
Ihe General Aſſembly conſidering that it is of the greateſt 
Importance for the Honour and Intereſt of Religion, that ihe 
Office- bearers of the Church ſhould behave and conduct them 
ſelves in all Reſpects becoming their Character, do, in Terms 
of the Act of Aſſembly 22d May 1722, earneſtly beſeech, cx 
Hort, and require all Miniſters to take heed to themſch f 


. 
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and to their Doctrine, and to be exemplary to their People 
in Sobriety, Righteouſneſs, and Holineſs, abſtaining from all 
Ap earance of Evil: And, in like manner, the General Aſ- 


ſembly do earneſtly beſeech, exhort, and require the Elders 


and Deacons to be faithful in the Diſcharge of their reſpec- 
tive Offices, tender and circumſpect in their Walk, punctual 
jn their attending upon Ordinances, ſtrict in their Obſervati-

Abilities for the ſame, of a pious Life and Converſation, 
prudent, of undoubted Loyalty to His Majeſty, and of com- 
petent Skill in the Principles of Divinity, and particularly in 
Popiſh Controverſies: Such Preachers and Catechiſts being 
hereby appointed to be ſubje& to, and under the Inſpection 
of, the Presbyteries of the Bounds to which they are ſent, 
who are to take Care that the Orders of the Committee be 
duly obſerved by them: And the Preachers are alſo appoint- 
ed to catechiſe; and both they and the Catechiſts to inſtruct 


the People from Houſe to Houle, and to viſit the Sick: And, 


in all their Labours among the People, to be careful to 
teach them the Principles and Duties of the true Chriſtian 


Proteſtant Religion, and the Obligations they are under to 
Duty and Loyalty to our Sovereign King George, and Obe- 


dience to the Laws: And the Committee are impowered to 
give them ſuch Inſtructions, as to their Work and Behaviour, 


as they ſhall judge meet; which Inſtructions the Fn 
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and Catechiſts are hereby ordered to obey. The General 
Aſſembly do ſurther appoint the ſaid Committee to have a 
particular Regard in their Proceedings to the Regulations

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ſioners are appointed and impowered to keep a Correſpon. 
dence with the Committee for Reformation of the Highlands 
and Handi, for ſupreſſing Popery and Superſtition, and for 
promoting the Knowledge of true Religion, and carrying on 
a Reformation in theſe Parts, and give Aſliſtance and Con. 
currence therein ; and, if Need be, to apply to the Govern- 
ment for a proper Remedy and ſpeedy Redreſs. And the 
ſaid Commiſſioners are hereby ſtrictly prohibited and dif. 
charged to meddle in any other Matters than what are 
committed and referred to them, as above-mentioned: And, 
in all their Actings, they are to proceed according to the 
Acts and Conſticution of this Church, and to do nothing 
contrary thereto, or to the Prejudice of the ſame; decla- 
ing, that in, and for all their Actings, they ſhall be accoun- 
table ro, and cenſurable by the next General Aſlembly, as 
they ſhall ſee Cauſe. And the General Aſſembly appoints 
the ſaid Commiſſioners particularly to obſerve the Acts of 
the General Aſſemblies 171 2, and 1719, reſpecting the Ap- 
plication of the public Money; which two Acts are printed 
among the Acts of Aſſembly 1761.
